A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , ri 35. {35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Reasons For Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejections of claim 41, under 35 U.S.C. 112 1^^ Paragraph and claim 43, under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12 2"^^ Paragraph, has been overcome by the Amendment, filed on August 1 1 , 2003. 

The invention relates to thio-alkylenic ester derivative, having the structural formula 
depicted in claim 1, and their pharmaceutical use. The closest prior art of record is to Kitahara et 
al, U.S. Pat. No. 4,927,808. Kitahara et al glutamyl cysteine ester compounds and their use in 
the treatment of liver and kidney diseases. However, the prior art does not teach or suggest the 
compounds of instant claims.
